On  shore  no  one  would 
volunteer  to  go  out  to  the  unhappy 
man,  who  did  not  seem  to  have  x.iriia 
tion  enough  to  set  a  signal,  while  Si 
Qnlnny  roamed  aloag  the  shorer  try- 
ing to  keep  his  miserable  skin  full  of 
liquor.  Toward  night  Mr.  Warren 
Bates,  snd,agent  of  the  Humane  Soci- 
r,  heard  of  Ward's  position,  and, 
there  being  no  crew  at  Pleasant  Beach 
a  maa  the  life  boat  started  for  the 
ove.  Here  he  found  Mr.  Wm.  Eddy, 
mo,  without  words,  took  with  him 
Wm.  Brennock  of  the  yaeht  Graeie  and 
started  for  Black  Rock  in  the  cat-boat 
Flirt.  It  was  a  risky  thing  to  do,  but 
the  Flirt  was  manned  by  men,  not 
afraid  of  risks.  A  crowd  of  men  were 
by  thb  time,  on  the  beach  at  Black 
Rock  waiting  for  the  cat-boot  to  come 
in  sight.  Presently  she  was  seen  com- 
ing swiftly  along,  at  times  oa  the  top 
of  a  high  wave  and  thea  disappearing 
from  sight.  Arriving  at  the  boat,  Ed- 
dy had  to  come  up  to  1*.  three  times  as 
Ward,  paralyzed  with  fear,  lacked 
presence-of-mind  to  keep  hb  boom 
away  from  the  Flirt  On  the  third 
tri  J  Ward  was  taken  aboard,  and  the 
Flirt  started  back  for  the  cove  where 
they  arrived  in  safety.

A  Trip  on  Lake  Witmlplseogee. 

It  was  one  of  those  days  in  July, 
when  it  seemed  that  the  heat  was  unen- 
durable, that  it  occurred  to  us  that  a 

il  on  the  lake  might  prove  a  relief 
from  the  scorching  rays  whieh  had 
been  pouring  down  upon  us  for  the 

A  short  ride  brought  us  to  Lake 
Village,  where  we  went  on  board  the 
little  steamer  Winnipisaukee,  which 
plies  between  Lake  Village  aad  Long 
Island.  Lake  Village  is  situated  not 
oa  Lake  Winnipiseogec,  but  on  a  large 
sheet  of  water,  communicating  with  it 
by  a  small  strait  called  the  Weirs. 

Toward  the  Weirs,  then,  the  vessel 
was  headed,  and  an  agreeable  change 
from  the  heat  of  the  land  was  experi- 
enced as  soon  as  we  left  the  wharf. 
The  scenery  along  the  route,  though 
>t  strikingly  grand,  was  a  succession 
of  beautiful  wooded  hills  running  down 
to  the  water,  prescntinj  continually 
new  and  pleasing  pictures  as  we  passed 
along.  The  Weirs  is  the  outlet  of 
Lake  Winnipiseogec  and  was  so 
called  from  the  fact  that  the  Indians 
placed  their  eel  pots  there.  At  that 
the  water  ran  from  one  body  of 
water  tothc  other  over  immense  bould- 
ers. Thc»e  were  gradually  removed, 
first  In  order  to  get  a  vessel,  built  at 
Lake  Village,  Into  the  lake,  then  by 
the  Lake  Company  and  lastly  and  thor- 
oughly by  tho  government. 
The  Lake  Company  b  a  corporation 
imposed  of  the  large  manufacturing 
Interests  In  the  cities  along  the  Merri 
mac,  and  controls  all  the  water  power 
of  this  river  and  It.  tributaries  Inclu- 
ding the  lake*. 

Every  factory  below  the  fountain 
headpays  for  It*  power  to  this  company, 
which  in  turn,  is  able  to  Insure  them 
equable  supply  of  water  at  all  sea 
sons  of  the  year.  It  builds  dam.  and 
gat<»,  provides  men  to  work  them  ami 
keep  them  In  repair,  gauges  the  amount 
tcr  by  perfected  Instruments,  so 
that  st  any  time  It  can  tell  the  exact 
number  of  gallons  delivered,  .nd  ha. 
made  survey,  so  that  It  know,  the  ex- 
act number  of  cubic  feet  of  water  It 
control..  '1'he  dredging  of  the  chan- 
nel by  the  United  Stales  government 
has  rendered  it  easy  for  vessels  tu  pas. 
from  the  hay  to  the  lake,  although  It 
ild  be  h.rd  to  «.y  why  the  govern 
mcnt  .hould  be  called  upon  to  do  Ihl. 
work.  The  name  Weir,  then,  although 
.till  retained,  b  applicable  In  its  prlml 
rnse  no  longer  unlet,  we  mny 
consider  It  a  trsp  for  catching  gov 
eminent  money.

ompll.lwd  with  the  .id  of  Indian 
guide*,  and  marked  thb  rock  as  show 
Ing  the  outlet.    If  the  Indian  who 


hnuled  hb  pots  at  the  Weirs  centuries 
ago  could  be  permitted  to  "revisit  the 
glimpes  of  the  moon"  he  would  doubt- 
less express  as  much  surprise  as  would 
be  possible  for  an  Indian.  Ten  years 
ago  the  Methodist  camped  here  and  for 
the  last  eight  years  have  held  a  lease 
of  the  camp  grounds,  which  are  occu- 
pied through  the  summer  by  religious 
organizations  of  all  denominations,  as 
well  as  by  all  other  bodies,  political, 
military  and  agricultural.  Tasty  cot- 
tages have  been  built  all  around  the 
auditorium  which  consbts  of  semicir- 
cles of  rough  seats,  having  for  its  roof 
the  forest  of  pine  trees  and  for  a  car- 
pet the  pine  needles  which  have  fallen 
from  the  trees.  The  seats  rise  in  natu- 
ral tiers,  on  the  side  of  a  hill  which 
runs  down  to  the  edge  of  the  lake 
where  is  situated  a  rustic  speakers 
stand.  A  more  perfect  place  for  an 
out-of-door  meeting  it  would  be  bard  to 
find.  Travelers  were  not  slow  in  find- 
ing out  the  beauties  of  the  place,  and 
the  hills  are  covered  with  cottages  and 
hotels. 

The  Boston,  Concord  and  Montreal 
Railroad  company  have  a  station 
here  and  a  steamboat  landing  connects 
ith  it.  Here  we  landed  and  sought 
the  Hotel  Weirs  on  the  bluff  above 
refresh  the  inner  man.  The  holer 
a  opened  last  season  by  Mr.  Story 
and  commands  a  fine  view  of  the 
lake.  After  enjoying  an  excellent 
dinner,  we  were  shown  over  the  house 
by  Mr.  F.  P.  Story,  son  of  the  propri- 
etor and  acting  manager  of  the  hotel. 
The  room  reserved  for  President  Ar- 
thur, who  was  expected  to  visit  the 
Veterans  during  their  encampment, 
was  also  shown  us;  but,  alasl  the 
President  suffered  during  the  summer 
from  an  unfortunate  inability  to  be 
in  two  places  at  once.  Leaving  the 
hotel,  we  stepped  aboard  the  steamer 
'Lady  of  the  Lake,"  commanded  by 
Capt  J.  S.  Wadlcigh,  and  started  for 
Wolfcboiougb.  The  ride  across  the 
Lake  is  most  charming.  Ia  addition 
to  the  scenery  along  the  shore,  the 
steamer  continually  passes  la  her 
route  little  islands,  which  rest  and 
delight  the  eye  by  their  variety  of 
form.  It  was  a  happy  tradition  which 
made  the  number  of  these  islands 
and  the  number  of  the  days  of  the 
year  coincident,  but  the  Lake  Com- 
pany, by  a  survey  on  the  ice  to  get 
the  contents  of  the  lake,  has  shattered 
this  pleasing  tradition,  finding  the 
number  to  be  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  (I  think  I  "have  remembered 
the  correct  figures)  instead  of  three 
hundred  and  sixty-five. 

Like  the  man,  however,  who  went 
on  voting  tor  Jackson  long  after  he 
was  dead,  many  of  the  "silver  greys" 
refuse  to  part  with  their  delusion, 
and  still  retail  the  story  to  credulous 
sight  seers.  After  the  steamer  bas 
well  left  the  shore,  it  b  not  hard  to 
fancy  that  we  are  the  pioneer  travelers 
oa  the  lake,  so  quiet  and  deserted  arc 
the  Inke  and  Islnmb.  One  almost 
looks  for  the  canoe  of  an  aborigine 
shooting  from  behind  one  of  the  b- 
lands,  but  when  we  have  passed  the 
bland,  we  probably  see  the  white 
walls  of  a  tent  nnd  a  group  of  merry 
campers  who,  with  a  meny  shout  call 
us  back  to  the  nineteeth  century  in  a 
ier  which  dispels  our  day  dreams 
rather  abruptly.  In  a  short  time  the 
pleasantly  hills  of  Wolfeborough 
i  In  tight ;  the  boat  discharges 
her  cargo  nnd  living  freight,  and 
steams  back  to  the  Weirs,  where  we 
find  a  crowd  from  the  camp-meeting 
waiting  to  take  the  train  home.  As 
we  step  on  land,  we  feel  once  more 
the  almost  torrid  heat,  and  realize 
how  cool  and  comfortable  we  have 
been.  The  train  comes  panting  along, 
we  step  aboard  and  looking  back  bid 
good-bye  to  the  lake  and  lock  in  the 
storehouse  of  our  brain  the  pleasant 
recollectlont  of  a  daytwell  spent.

If  you  uovcr  saw  what  is  called  u 
"Georgia  cracker,"  you  have  missed  au 
exhibition  worth  sooiug.  He  is  the 
poor  white  man.  lie  is  poor  because 
he  is  lazy.  He  is  lazy  because  there 
il  no  hard  work  nboiil  it.  He  has 
figured  the  business  of  existing  on  earth 
right  down  to  a  fine  thine.  He  cau 
live  chcajier  in  the  country  thau  in 
town.  He  'squats"  on  somebody's 
laud,  or  rents  it  until  ejected,  alter 
years  of  noo-paymcut;  and  his  house 
is  unt  what  troubles  bim.  Anything 
wilh  a  roof  ou  it  and  a  chimucy  at  oue 
ouil  is  a  house  and  a  home.  It  leaks, 
but  it  ouly  leaks  wheu  it  rniu  ,  aud  the 
1  "cracker"  figures  on  nboul  so  much 
rain  per  year.

"Church  Hill,"  South  Scituate. 

The  openirrj  ofSt.  Andrew's  Church, 
.<now  South)  Scituate,  a  century  and  - 
half  ago,  was  observed  hy  an  appro- 
priate and  impressive  service,  on 
site,  "Church  Hill,"  Sunday  afternoon 
3rd  inst.,  at  four  o'clock. 

The  weather  could  not   have  been 
more  favorable — the  rays  of  the  de- 
sending  sun  being  tempered  hy 
freshing  breeie.    The  beautiful  view 
of  woods,  meadows,  and  the  villaga 
Hanover— about  a  mile  distant— with 
the  spire  surmounted  with  the  symbol 
.of  redemption,  of  the  second  church 
edifice  of  the  parish,    added  great- 
ly to  the  attractions  of  the  occa- 
sion. The  attendance  was  large,  num- 
bering several  hundreds  ot  people.  The 
graves  of  the  two  ministers,  Thorap- 
'son  and  Wheeler,  with  those  of  their 
wives,  were  tastfully  covered  with  ferns 
.  and  golden-rod,  and  looked  beautifully. 
Upon  those  of  the  former  were  ever- 
green crosses  and  wreaths,  and  on 
1  those  of  the  latter,  wreaths  of  the  same 
,  .material 

The  first  part  of  the  exercises  were 
■held  near  these  graves,  and  were  con 
.ducted  hy  the  present  rector  of  the 
.parish,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brooks,  at  whose 
side  stood  one  of  the  wardens  of  the 
parish — the  other  being  ahsent  on  ac- 
count of  illness— a  venerahle  parish- 
ioner—Mr.  Luther  Howland— almost 
.eighty-sU  years  old,  who  had  wor- 
shipped in  the  old  church,  and  been  a 
pupil  in  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler's  day 
t.hool,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  W.  Nelson 
of  Geneva,  New  York,  a  son  of  one  of 
the  parishioners,  whose  frequent  minis 
trations  in  the  church  are  highly  val- 
ued. 

One  of  Jhe  very  pleasant  features  of 
the  occasion  was  the  presence  of  Con- 
gregational, Baptist  and  Methodist 
.Clergymen. 

The  second  part  of  the  exercises 
.were  held  on  a  spot  about  the  centre 
.of  the  site  of  the  old  church.  In  front 
.of  the  reading  desk  was  a  large  St 
Andrew's  cross,  richly  trimmed  with 
.evergreen,  resting  on  a  bed  of  ferns. 

After  liturgical  services,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Brooks  delivered  an  historical  ad- 
diess,  the  facts  tor  which  were  mainly 
.obtained  from  the  reports  of  the  mis- 
sionaries of  the  Society  for  the  Pro- 
pagation of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign 
Parts  to  its  secretary  in  London.  The 
.address  was  listened  to  with  unflag- 
ging interest  hy  (he  large  assemblage, 
'many  seated  in  carriages,  some  in 
t  chairs  and  others  on  the  ground. 

We  give  a  few  facts  from  the  ad- 
dress, which  we  suppose,  of  course, 
,thc  parish  will  have  published,  that  the 
incidents  in  its  early  history,  so  re- 
markable and  interesting,  may  be  gen- 
erally known. 

The  first  service  of  the  Church  of 
England  was  held  in  Scituate,  July  18, 
1 715,  Rev.  Dr.  Timothy  Cutler,  rector 
of  Christ's  Church,  Boston,  officiating. 
The  place  of  holding  the  service  was 
in  the  Nor»h  Meeting  bouse  in  Scitu- 
ate, near  the  harbor,  and  about' ninety 
people  were  present  After  1727  Rev. 
Kbenezer  Miller,  S.  G.  D.,  conducted 
the  services  in  private  houses,  and  the 
audiences  were  as  large  as  the  places 
_of  worship  would  accommodate.  A 
church  was  opened  on  Church  hill,  So 
isciluate,  Oct  11,1731,  with  a  seal- 
ing capacity  of  150  persons.  The 
house  was  crowded  at  the  opening. 
The  building  is  described  as  having 
been  constructed  in  churcbly  style, 
.withabelL  The  first  resident  minis- 
ter was  Rev.  Addington  Davenport, 
a  missionary  of  the  Society  for  Prop- 
agation of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts 
and  his  annual  stipend  was  £Co.  At 
this  time  church  people  were  com- 
pelled to  pay  a  tax  for  the  support  of 
'non  Episcopal  worship'  or  suffer  im- 
prisonment, as  did  two  of  the  church 
^wardens  for  not  paying  their  rate  to- 
ward the  Congregational  meeting- 
house at  Hanover.  In  1733  Mr-  Da 
yenport  had  baptized  14  persons,  and 
at  that  time  th«  number  of  communi- 
cants was  18 — 18  men  and  10  women 
and  the  congregation  numbered  80. 
Mr.  Davenport  removed  to  Boston  and 
became  assistant  at  King's  Chapel. 
He  gave  a  deed  of  bit  parsonage  and 
furniture  to  the  Scituate  parish  for  the 
benefit  of  future  ministers. 

The  present  parsonage  was  partly 
built  from  the  proceeds'  of  the  disposal 
of  this  property,  and  was  occupied 
July  13,  1849. 

The  second  resident  minister,  also 
a  missionary  of  the  I'ropagalion  Socic 
ty,  was  Rev.  Chas.  Brockwell.  He 
was  here  in  1737,  and  was  aitcrward  a 
minister  at  Salem. 

The  third  missionary  from  the  Pro- 
pagation Society  sent  to  Scituate  wa, 
TCev.  Ebeneicr  Thompson,  whose 
stipend  was  £40  a  year.  The  num- 
ber of  families  in  the  parish  at  this 
time  was  jo,  and  the  number  ol 
^unicanl*  was  also  50.  Of  these  three 
were  /n'dlani. 

An  addition  was  made  to  Jhc  church 
(i  1771.  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson  died  In 
1775',  at  the  age  of  64  years. 

Rev.  Edward  Winslow  was  the 
jminister,  ancl  was  a  missionary  of  the 
Propagation  Society  of  lfrainti 
Sunday,  June  9,  177^,  Mr.  Winslow 
was  summoned  before  ;he  committee 
of  safety  of 'Scituate  for  praying  for 
^he  King  and'Royal  family,  the  result 

0  which  was  that  hif 

1  nl»d;o  the  Genera)  Cuffft  ai  thai  of 


from  the  united  colonies  and  an  av 
cd  enemy  to  his  native  country. 

In  1776  the  Kpiscopal  churches 
Scituate,  Marslifitld  and  Uriilgcwater 
were  closed  in  consequence  of  the 
ministers  contiuuing  to  pray  for  the 
rulers  of  England. 

Mr.  Winslow  died  in  1780.  The 
recoms  of  the  church  up  to  1780  were 
all  lost.  The  first  entry  in  the  pres 
ent  records  is  August,  1780,  and  Is  an 
invitation  to  Rev.  Samuel  Parker  of 
Boston  to  preach  a*  St  Andrew's 
Church,  Scituate,  and  Trinity  Church, 
Marshfield,  four  times  a  year  each,  in 
consideration  of  which  he  was  to  re- 
ceive £15  In  silver  annually.  Dr. 
Parker  was  afterward  second  bishop 
of  Massachusetts. 

The  last  minister  to  the  parish  was 
Rev.  William  Willed  Wheeler  whose 
ministry  began  May,  1783,  and  ended 
with  his  death,  January  14,  1810,  at 
the  age  of  75  years. 

On  June  n,  1811,  a  new  church 
having  been  consecrated  for  the  par- 
"    nover,  exercises  were  discon- 
tinued in  the  old  church ;  subsequent- 
ly the  old  church  was  sold  and  taken 

Of  the  eight  clergymen  » 
tered  to  the  church  in  Scituate,  seven 
—Cutler,  Miller,  Davenport,  Brock- 
well,  Thompson,  Winslow  and  Wheeler 
— were  sent  forth  as  missionaries  by 
the  Propagation  Society.  The  follow, 
ing  statement  as  to  the  dates  of  th 
ministerial  services  is  approximately 
correct:  Cutler,  1735-1730 ;  Miller, 
i73°-"735;  Davenport,  I73S"1737  ; 
Brockwell,  1737;  Thompson,  176a- 
1775;  Winslow,  1775-1776;  Parker, 
1780-1783;  Wheeler,  1783-1810.  Of 
these  eight,  four — Cutler,  Davenport, 
Thompson,  Parker—  receivi 
religious  training  among  the  Congre 
gationalists. 

The  Holy  Bible,  printed  in  1 
from  which  the  lesson  from  the 

read,  and  which  is  always 
used  in  reading  the  Lessons  in  Divine 
the  Parish  Church,  was  the 
gift  of  the  venerable  society,  and  came 
over,  probably,  about  the  time  of  the 
opening  of  the  church.  The  curiously 
carved  box  on  which  it  rested  is  that 
which  it  was  brought  from  England. 
The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  used 
on  the  occasion  is  that  used  in  the 
Altar  Sen-ice  in  the  farish  Church, 
published,  by  direction  of 
the  General  Convention,  in  1795.  \Z 
The  singing  was  lead,  not  monopo 
lucd,  hy  the  parish  choir,  and  was 
largely  participated  in  hy  others ;  it 
ipretending,  but  effective.  It 
consisted  of  the  Gloria  Patri,  "Praise 
God  from  whom  all  blessings  flow," 
&c,  and  the  hymns,  "Come  let  us  join 
our  friends  above,"   "The  Church's 
one  foundation,"  "I  love  Thy  king- 
dom, Lord,"  and  "Saviour,  again  to 
Thy  dear  Kamc."—J/mgnam  Journal.

Boston  won  the  first  prize  in 
the  society  race,  and  the  first  prize  for 
the  best  family  horse,  and  Ho  n 
horse  owned  in  Brockton,  won  the 
race  in  the  $15  purse— time  a-41. 

Three  carrier  pigeons  owned  by  H. 
F.  Rohbins  of  So.  Hanover  were  let 
loose  by  Mr.  Rohhins  at  a  i-a  o'clock 
p.  m.  from  the  Judges  stand,  and  they 
arrived  home  a  distance  of  ten  miles, 
at  12  minutes  past  three  o'clock,  being 
only  18  minutes  in  perfoiming  their 
journey. 

The  fair  was  a  success  and  was  pro- 
notuwed  by  all  as  one  of  the  best  ever 
given  hy  the  society.  A  directors' 
meeting  is  called  to  consider  the  pro 
posal  of  having  a  Benefit  Horse  Trot

MARSHFIELD  FIAR, 


The  opening  day  of  the  fair  was  alt 
one  could  ask,  the  sky  cloudless  and 
the  contributions  brought  in  far  sur- 
passed the  expectations  of  the  most 
sanguine.  The  dry  season  and  the  gen 
era!  cry  of  the  scarcity  of  vegetables 
rywhere,  led  the  visitors  to  expect 
the  poorest  show  the  society  has  given 
for  years,  but  the  general  verdict  of  all 
the  visitors  was  that  it  was  the  finest 
show  of  vegetables  ever  exhibited. 
Notable  among  the  exhibits  was  the 
large  collection  from  Scituate,  which 
constituted  full  one-half  contributed 
hy  all  the  towns  represented  in  the 
:getable  department  Sanford  Jen- 
kins presented  a  magnificent  display 
of  all  the  vegetable  varieties  and  took 
the  first  prize.  Patrick  Kane  took 
the  second  prize  for  his  fine  exhibit, 
and  C.  M.  Jenkins  and  Evereu 
Torrey  of  Scituate  had  good  collec- 
tions so  did  James  Sampson  of  South 
Scituate  and  H.  D.  Northey  of  Green- 
bush.  All  of  these  presented  large 
exhibits  and  they  point  to  Scituate  as 
the  home  of  the  most  enterprising  and 
successful  farmers  on  the  South  Shore. 
There  was  a  fine  display  of  fruit  not- 
withstanding the  great  drouth.  Pears 
be  very  scarce  this  year, 
yet  upon  the  table  there  were  140 
plates  and  double  that  number  of 
plates  of  apples.  Although  early  for 
grapes  a  good  display  was  seen  upon 
the  ubles.  L  S.  Richards  of  East 
Marshfield  took  the  first  prize  for  the 
best  collection  of  grape".  Chas.  O. 
Ellms  exhibited  the  only  plate 
peaches,  save  one  solitary  peach  upon 
another  table,  exhibited  hy  a  lady. 

There  were  a  few  plates  ol  plums 
and  a  few  quinces  on  the  tahle.  The 
Cattle  exhibit  was  large  but  of  ordi- 
nary quality.  Of  working  cattle  an 
exhihit^of  great  merit  was  made  by 
Everett  Torrey  of  Scituate.  The  din- 
gotten  up  In  Granviile  Damon'i 
t  style,  was  an  attractive  feature  of 
the  second  day.  Gov.  John  D.  Long, 
Sec.  John  E  Kussel,  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  Edmund  Hersey  of  Hing- 
ham.  a  member  of  the  Slate  Board  of 
Agriculture,  constituted  the  Invited 
guests  and  after  the  dinner  wjs  con- 
cluded ,U»e  larje  audience  in  the  Hall 
were  isvnred  with  speeches  from  Gov. 
fxnig  and  Sec.  Kussel  which  were  ex- 
client  and  happily  received.  The 
Fifth  Bvtim.cnt  Hand  rendered  some 
fine  mu..i<;  the  three  days  of  the  fair, 
but  the  beat  hit  of  the  society  was  In 
securing  the  colored  Jubilee  Singers; 
nothing  contributed  more  to  the  en- 
joyment of  the  vuilors  both  In  doors 
and  out.
